OF TOM DERTLES 

Several Witnesses Testify and Verdict of 
Accidental Death Brought In 
by the Jury. 


Last Monday afternoon Coroner H. 
G. Plymire summoned a jury to in¬ 
vestigate the cause of the death of 
Anatasia (Tom) Dertles, a section 
hand employed by the Southern Paci¬ 
fic Company, who was struck by a 
locomotive and almost instantly kill¬ 
ed on the railroad this side of Tunnel 
5 on the afternoon of July 26th. 

Geo. Saranitis of San Francisco was 
tire first witness. He said the dead 
man’s name was Anatasia Dertles; 
was about 30 years of age; a native of 
Greece; did not see him killed. 

Antonio Rodoni then testified: Am 
foremen of section gang No. 4; had six 
men at work on the railroad last Fri¬ 
day afternoon about a quarter of a mile 
this side of Tunnel 5; notified men that 
train was approaching; deceased was 
trying to get to the side of the track 
when locomotive struct him; body 
was thrown about 95 or 100 feet; he 
was dead in a few minutes; train was 
going about forty-five miles an hour; 
train went about 600 or 700 feet when 
it stopped. 

Guiseppe Rinaldi testified: Worked 
in section gang last Friday; stood 
seven oreight feet away from Dertles; 
working on other track; wind was 
blowing and they had to hustle; train 
was about 400 feet away when he was 
notified; boss usually notified men by 
halloing; all the men halloed at each 
other; Dertles saw train coming; seven 
with foreman on work. 

Edmond D. Lynch, locomotive en¬ 
gineer, testified: Alter leaving Tun¬ 
nel 5 saw gang of men separate, some 
going to one side (if track and some to 
other; time was about 3:15 p. m. last 
Friday; no whistle blown after leaving 
tunnel; automatic bell was ringing; 
first knew man was struck by seeing 
body moving in the air; stopped train 

was made that the baby’s name was 
Elvina Pauline Lind.

A. Miller, locomotive fireman)) 
testified: Was fireman on train 30 
last Friday afternoon; saw men leav¬ 
ing track; was tending to injector 
when man was struck; engineer threw 
on emergency; asked him what was 
the matter; he said man had been 
struck; locomotive bell was ringing. 

James Keough conductor, testified: 
Was conductor of train; train stopped 
for some unknown reason; helped pick 
up man and put him on train which 
brought him to station; notified doc¬ 
tor. 

Two brakemen who had been sum¬ 
moned could give no additional infor¬ 
mation. 

Carlo Rigalio testified: Was eight 
or nine feet away from man killed; 
men halloed to each other; train was 
400 or 500 feet away when men were 
first warned; deceased was working 
between two tracks; two besides him¬ 
self on side track when man was 
struck. 

The questioning of witnesses was 
made by Coroner Plymire and Attor¬ 
ney C. W. Easton of San Francisco, 
representing relatives of deceased. 

The jury later brought in a verdict 
that deceased came to his death by be¬ 
ing accidently si Hick by a locomotive.

Warm Weather Salad Dressing. 

In warm weather it is an advantage 
to have salad dressings that will keep 
for a week or more if placed in a cool 
place. Here are directions for making 
such a dressing: 

Mix together a gill of vinegar, three 
tablespoonfuls of granulated sugar, a 
teaspoonful of mustard and a grain or 
two of cayenne pepper; add to this six 
well beaten eggs, stirring them in for 
five minutes. Cook it all in a double 
saucepan or stand the saucepan con¬ 
taining the mixture in another one-half 
full of boiling water, stirring it con¬ 
stantly. Leave it till cold; then add a 
gill of cream and salt to taste and 
bottle. It will keep for weeks. 


Surf Curls.

They consist of a string of tiny curls 
to fasten Inside the bathing cap when 
your hair Is twisted tightly on top of 
your head to keep It from the salt wa¬ 
ter. These beach curls are warranted

Care of the Teeth. 

Considering the importance played 
by the teeth in the search for beauty, 
too much importance cannot be paid 
to these first aids to pulchritude. The 
teeth spell success or failure to the 
women who would appear always fresh 
nnd attractive. 

Not only is it necessary to strive con¬ 
stantly to preserve the natural beauty 
of the teeth, but it is equally impor¬ 
tant that we labor to increase their 
whiteness and general appearance by 
every remedy or aid science and stu¬ 
dents of dentistry are able to discover. 

For keeping the teeth in good condi¬ 
tion chewing dry toast, hard bread or 
crackers is recommended. Coarse 
foods tend to give a stability to the 
“grinders” which keeps them from ear¬ 
ly decay. For the purpose of dislodg¬ 
ing particles of food, removing deposits 
and other substances a good tooth¬ 
brush is indispensable. The brush 
with medium soft bristles is best for 
the reason that unyielding bristles in¬ 
jure and inflame the gums, causing 
them to shrink and recede. No partic¬ 
ular shape of brush is recommended, 
the principal point to remember being 
that the back and under parts of the 
teeth require as much or even more 
attention than the front. In stroking 
do not make the mistake of drawing 
the brush across the teeth without al¬ 
ternating this action with a careful up 
and down stroke. Drawing the brush 
up and down removes particles of food 
that lodge tightly in crevices between 
the teeth. 

Cover the gums as well as the teeth 
during this cleaning process. Gentle 
stroking is best for the gums. If they 
bleed rinse them thoroughly with a 
healing mouth wash so they will grad¬ 
ually become invigorated and hard¬ 
ened, thus aiding in the fight against 
decaying teeth. Exercise extreme cau¬ 
tion in selecting tooth pastes, powders 
or other dentifrices on the market. 
One of the most universally popular in¬ 
gredients in dentifrices is powdered 
chalk. It Is inexpensive, harmless and 
effective, its chief value being the neu¬ 
tralizing of acids in the mouth. 

Among the simple remedies always 
at hand none can be recommended 
more highly than common salt. A 
strong solution of salt water is a bene¬ 
ficial mouth wash, and dry salt placed 
on the toothbrush cleanses the teeth. 

Borax is useful in that it tends to re¬ 
move unpleasant odors from the breath. 
Dissolve two to four ounces of borax 
in a pint of hot water and add a half 
teaspoonful of tincture of myrrh or 
spirits of camphor.

Brittleness of the nails is quite often 
due to the condition of the general 
health. Then, again, if you do your 
own housework the strong soap which 
you probably use for cleaning purposes 
will make your nails brittle. Twice a 
day hold the tips of your fingers for 
five minutes in a vessel containing 
enough olive oil to cover the nails. At 
night before retiring dip the fingers 
into cold cream and let the tips take 
up Just as much as they will retain. 
After this dip them into talcum pow¬ 
der.

COUNTY COMMENDED 


San Mateo county is to have a state 
highway running through from this 
city to San Jose, and with commend¬ 
able enterprise proposes to supplement j 
the state highway with a system of 
laterals which will open up every 
ptrt of the county. 

There is no county in the state 
which can so well afford such an ex¬ 
penditure, for there is absolute cer¬ 
tainty that the increase of land values 
which will result will more than make 
good the outlay by taxpayers. 

Interest at five per cent on a bond 
issue of a million and a half is $'5,000 
and even if a 2 per cent sinking fund 
were added from the lirst—which will 
presumably not be done—the annual 
outlay for the service of the debt would 
be but $105,000. 

San Mateo county is one of the most 
picturesque counties in California. 
Considering its proximity to a great 
city, no other county in the state can 
compare with it as a site for homes of 
the people. 

Unfortunately, the most attractive 
portions of San Mateo county are vir¬ 
tually inaccessible, and even if their 
attractions were generally known— 
which they are not—they cannot for 
the most part be utilized for home 
building. 

Electric traction is sure to keep pace 
with the development of the highway 
system, and within a decade the pop¬ 
ulation and valuation of the county 
should double if only its attractive 
places are made accessible to the peo¬ 
ple. 

The steam and electric roads first 
built naturally followed the lines of 
the towns on the lowland strip along 
the bay shore. Wealthy families can 
get back into the hills a short distance 
because they can provide their own 
transportation to the railroad lines or 
into the city if they so desire. 

The many who in the aggregate con¬ 
tribute most of the taxable wealth are 
of necessity confined to the towns, 
which are certainly attractive enough 
but do not fulfil the desireof those 
who long for homes really in thecoun- 
try and yet quickly accessible to the 
city. 

In laying out the proposed high" 
ways it may be assumed that the Ban 
Mateo supervisors have had an under¬ 
standing with tlu authorities of this 
city and are so arranging that the 
boulevards to be constructed will di¬ 
rectly connect with those which will 
be built in this city and a fiord ingress 
or egress at several points. 

That is as it should be, for in due 
lime, Providence and the people of 
California permitting, the northern 
part, at least, of Ban Mateo county 
will be restored to the city and county 
of Ban Francisco, from which we now 
see it should never have been taken.— 
Chronicle.

to purchase a number of sections of 
desert lands on which to propagate 
the spinal cactus was considered by 
Hayes a measure of great importance 
to his district. If the cactus culture 
proves to be a sucess, which seems not 
to be doubted, it will aid in building 
up a great dairying and stock busi¬ 
ness in California. 

With so few harbors on the coast 
line of California, it is important that 
Monterey harbor should be developed. 
Largely through the untiring efforts 
of Mr. Hayes, aided by the remaining 
members of the delegation, Congress 
appropriated $800,000 for this harbor. 

The Congressman from this district, 
Mr. Hayes, also secured the promise 
of a public building, to be appropriat¬ 
ed next winter, in San Luis Obispo, 
and induced Congress to create Red¬ 
wood National Park. 

These are but a few things out of 
the great number that have occupied 
the attention of the member from 
Ban Jose, who is a candidate to repre¬ 
sent the new Eighth district. It is 
said of him that he is punctilious 
about replying to letters and telegrams, 
and his constituents can feel that he i 
is looking after their interests in a 
thoroughly business-like manner.

The great state ceremonies in con¬ 
nection with the change in the ruler- 
ship of the Japanese Empire caused 
by the death early the morning of 
July 29 of Mutsuhito and the acces¬ 
sion to the throne of his son, Yoshi- 
hito, were continued. The announce¬ 
ment was made of the name under 
which the new era is to be known. 
The new designation is to be Taisei 
in place of Meiji, as it was during the 
reign of Mutsuhito. Calm reigns 
throughout the empire. All the pep- 
ple have put on signs of mourning.

Blancu’s Force in Chihuahua 
Meets With Disaster 



Festivities and public functions have 
stopped. Mutsuhito has been Em¬ 
peror of Japan for nearly forty-five 
years, and was dearly beloved by the 
people. He was born November 3, 
1852. 

President Taft, accompanied by his 
aid, Major L. L. Rhoades, called at 
the Japanese Embassy and expressed 
in person to Embassador Chinda his 
deep regret at the death of Emperor 
Mutsuhito. 

The President received the follow¬ 
ing cable message from Yoshihito, the 
new Emperor of Japan: “I am deeply 
touched by your sympathetic message 
and offer you my sincere thanks.”

MEXICAN TROOPS 


Federal forces, attempting to hem 
in the rebels at Casas Grandes (Chi¬ 
huahua) and at Juarez, suffered their 
first defeat. 

General Blanco is said to have only 
500 men, while the rebels numbered 
2000. Blanco will soon have heavy 
re-enforcements. 

Secretary Knox has officially in¬ 
formed General Pascual Orozco, lead¬ 
er of the Mexican rebels, that raids 
and attacks on Americans and Ameri¬ 
can property in Northern Mexico 
must be stopped immediately or the 
United States would take preventive 
measures. President Madero has been 
requested to send troops to Northern 
Mexico. He has answered that troops 
are on the way, and has expressed 
the belief that the trouble will soon 
be quieted. 

General Pascual Orozco, command¬ 
er in chief of the Mexican rebels, 
gave an answer to the demands made 
on him by Secretary Knox regarding 
the raid on American properties, par¬ 
ticularly relating to the ensuing Mor¬ 
mon colony situation. “We intend to 
disarm every foreigner living in the 
zones dominated by the revolutionary 
party if it will enable us to gain the 
means to unseat Francisco I. Made¬ 
ro,” General Orozco declared today. 
“But at the same time we will afford 
foreigners every protection, regard¬ 
less of their sympathies or affilia¬ 
tions, for their homes and families. 
We do not contemplate killing any 
one except in open warfare. We are 
not savages.”

Labor Lawyer Acts as His 
Own Attorney 

The case of the defense in the brib¬ 
ery trial at Los Angeles of Clarence

Every shred and particle 
of incriminating testimony given by 
Bert Franklin, John R. Harrington, 
George Behm, Detective Guy Biddin- 
ger—in fact, every bit of evidence 
purporting to involve him in any 
wrong-doing—was characterized by 
Darrow without qualification as false, 
and after the sweeping denials came 
an impressive narration by the de¬ 
fendant of the negotiations which cul¬ 
minated in the compromise pleas of 
the McNamara brothers, as showing 
lack of motive for the corruption of 
jurors. 

Throughout on the witness stand 
Darrow’s voice never rose above the 
ordinary conversational pitch, and it 
was only when telling of the burden 
which rested upon him in bargaining 
for the lives of his clients that he 
showed any trace of nervousness or 
emotion. Tears were in his eyes and 
he swallowed hard several times while 
telling the jury his feelings concern¬ 
ing the proposed culmination of the 
labor trial. He knew, he said, that 
it would be misunderstood by organ¬ 
ized labor, and he also would suffer, 
but he considered neither himself nor 
labor in the crisis, but only the lives 
of his clients. “We did it believing 
that the time would come when the 
sentences would lie commuted or the 
men pardoned. I still cling to that 
belief,” he commented. 

Occasionally during his examination 
by Attorney Rogers Darrow offered 
suggestions as to the form of ques¬ 
tions, and once or twice he left the 
stand to consult with his chief coun¬ 
sel. 


ANOTHER NEW YORK 
GAMBLER IS SHOT 

Is Assassinated Because He 
Betrayed “Dago Frank” 

James Verella, proprietor of the 
Dante Cafe at 163 West Thirty-fourth 
street. New York, was murdered on 
the third floor of his resort. Investi¬ 
gation showed that he was shot in re¬ 
venge for his betrayal of “Dago 
Frank” Cirofico, a member of the party 
which killed Herman Rosenthal. Wil¬ 
liam Lorenzo, one of the two men un¬ 
der arrest for Idling Verella, is a well- 
known “gun fighter.” He is believed 
to have been delegated, with his com¬ 
panion, Albert Contento, to kill Ver¬ 
ella for betraying “Dago Frank.” 

Sworn statements tending to show 
that the annual graft collected by high 
police officials in New York City from 
gambling houses and other illegal re¬ 
sorts has amounted, within the last 
year, to $2,400,000, are in the hands 
of District Attorney Whitman. 

The statements were made to the 
District Attorney by “Bald Jack” 
Rose, self-accused graft collector for 
Police Lieutenant Charles Becker, 
head of the “strong-arm squad,” who 
is in the Tombs as an alleged instiga¬ 
tor of the murder of Herman Rosen¬ 
thal, the gambler. Rose said he had 
collected gambling graft for Becker 
for months and he promised the Dis¬ 
trict Attorney that he would obtain 
for him the rates paid by gambling 
houses, make a tabulation of what 
these receipts amounted to monthly, 
and yearly, and how the money was 
handled. 

This annual yield of $2,400,000 pro¬ 
tection money was equally divided, 
according to the story told by Rose, 
among four high officials of the police 
department, one of them being Beck¬ 
er, and from other evidence the Dis¬ 
trict Attorney has collected he has 
reason to suspect each $600,000 was 
further distributed. In other words, 
there were four separate systems or 
bureaus of graft collection, each 
headed by a high police official. 

It has become known that if Lieu¬ 
tenant Becker will tell all he knows 
not only in respect to his own alleged 
complicity in the murder, but will un¬ 
fold the inner workings of the graft 
system, in so far as it may involve 
the “men higher up,” no effort will be 
made to enforce the extreme penalty 
for the crime of which he now stands 
accused—the murder of Rosenthal— 
but he will be granted leniency on 
that condition only. 

While Charles A. Becker, for nearly 
twenty years a member of the New 
York Police Department and latterly 
commanding the “strong-arm squad,” 
paces his cell in the Tombs protest¬ 
ing his innocence of murder, New York 
officials, from Mayor down, go for¬ 
ward with the investigation into the 
death of Herman Rosenthal, whose 
murder Becker is alleged to have insti¬ 
gated to frustrate a threatened revela¬ 
tion of an alliance between the lieu¬ 
tenant and gamblers of the Tender¬ 
loin.

The strike committee has declared 
ended the strike at the London docks, 
which started in May and has caused 
about 50,000 dock workers and their 
famiiles to live in semi-starvation for 
ten weeks. 

More than half of the 2000 laborers 
on the Grand Trunk Pacific Railway, 
B. C., who struck at the call of the 
Industrial Workers of the World, have 
reached Prince Rupert, and their num¬ 
ber is being augmented. 

An elegantly dressed young woman 
jumped from the topmost platform of 
the Eiffel Tower, Paris, France, a few 
days ago. Her body struck the iron 
work as it fell, and was almost torn 
in half. The limbs were severad be¬ 
fore the body fell to the second plat¬ 
form, 525 feet below, where is was 
smashed beyond recognition. The 
body has not been identified. 

Owing to continuous disputes be¬ 
tween Orangemen and Catholics at 
Belfast, Ireland, over home rule, which 
have resulted in many Catholics being 
prevented from working, the shipbuild¬ 
ing firm of Harland & Wolff has 
closed down some of its departments. 
It was announced by the firm that it 
will be unable to continue other de¬ 
partments unless the disturbances 
cease. 



When the different county Boards 
of Supervisors meet in September, to 
fix the tax raie, tuey will determine 
the extent in which their counties will 
be able to participate in the Califor¬ 
nia Counties’ Building, which, so far 
as California is concerned, will he the 
chief feature of the Panama-Pacific 
International Exposition.

Last year thirty-seven counties made 
a special levy for Exposition purposes. 
This year practically every county in 
the State is expected to make the full 
levy, for It seems to be well under¬ 
stood by them that, in order to con¬ 
form to plans adopted by the coun¬ 
ties to make the California Counties* 
Building and exhibits the most strik¬ 
ing feature of the Exposition, every 
County will need to take full advan¬ 
tage of legislative authorization and 
levy the full six cents of the $100 tax 
every year from now until the Exposi¬ 
tion opens. 

The Counties’ Building, which was 
agreed upon at the State Convention 
of Supervisors, In Bakersfield, in May, 
and subsequently ratified by a meet¬ 
ing of Supervisors and their County 
Exposition Commissioners, held in the 
St. Francis Hotel, in San Francisco, 
on June 20th, provides that the Cali¬ 
fornia Counties shall be the real 
hosts at the Exposition, and that their 
hospitality shall take such shape as to 


advertise ■California more effectively 
than any State was ever before adver¬ 
tised. In order to carry out this, It is 
planned to erect a building of impos¬ 
ing architecture that will combine 
every essential for county exhibits, as 
well as receptions, banquets and other 
social functions; and to arrange so 
that no visitor can enter the social 
section of the building without passing 
through the exhibits of the different 
counties of the State. 

During the Exposition period the 
counties will arrange for a. constant 
succession of county days, on each of 
which some one county will play the 
part of host to the visitors attending 
the Exposition, and the county that is 
host for the day will be given the use 
of the building for that purpose. By 
this arrangement there will not be a 
single day when California is not do¬ 
ing the entertaining. The fame of her 
hospitality will be spread throughout 
the world, and every visitor to the Ex¬ 
position will be given an inducement 
to view the matchless products and 
familiarize himself with the opportu¬ 
nities existing in every county in the 
State. 

In this most important affair the Ex¬ 
position is working in entire accord 
with the decision of the counties, and 
is prepared to furnish any information 
required regarding county participa¬ 
tion. 

TITANIC DISASTER 
DUEJM NEGLECT 

British Report Agrees With 
U. S. Senate Findings 

The judgment of the English Board 
of Trade court of inquiry into the 
disaster to the White Star liner Ti¬ 
tanic, which was sunk in midocean 
with 1517 souls after a collision with 
an Iceberg on April 14th, was pro¬ 
nounced by Lord Merzy, In London, 
England, before a large audience. The 
court finds that the collision with the 
iceberg was due to excessive speed; 
that a proper watch was not kept; 
that the ship’s boats were properly 
lowered, but that arrangements for 
manning were insufficient; that the 
Leyland liner California might have 
reached the Titanic if she had at¬ 
tempted to do so; that the track fol¬ 
lowed was really safe with proper 
vigilance and that there was no dis- 
| crimination against third-class passen- 
| gens in the saving of life. The court 
I of inquiry exonerates J. Bruce Ismay, 
j chairman and managing director of 
J the White Star line, and Sir Cosmo 
Duff-Gordon, one of the passengers, 
j from any charges of improper con- 
i duct.
